Turner Company | Loss Neer 
Quarter Million, 


Three Engine Companies in 
All Morning Battle. 


Exploding Distillate Tank 
Perils Much Property. 


Firemen of three engine com- 
panies yesterday morning 
with high Games and dense smoke 
fo? hours at a espectacular fire 
that spread out from an overflowing 
of] still ignited by’an open fire box 
in the Turner Ol} Company's plant, 
£474 Fast Ninth etreet, untill practi- 
cally half the plant was enveloped. 
The loses was estimated roughly by 
Supt. William Murray of the Turner 
company at about $200,000. 

The firemen were greatly handi- 


flames after the steam pumping 
system and bottler room had been 
swept by the conflagration, but cuc- 
ceeded in saving fourteen crude ol! 
tanks in spite of the great. heat 
while crowds of persons going Ww 
work looked on. 

Seven refining stills, the power 
plant, and a number of large vats 
containing refined gasoline, crude 
of], distillate and other petroleum 
products, were destroyed when 
flames reaching a tank containing 
distillate caused ite explosion. 

The flames, leaping high into the 
alr from vat to vat, became #0 
alarming an houwr after the fire 
started that Chief Scott caused addi- 
tional apperatus to be brought. 

Stringing lines of hose among the 
tanke and forcing their way through 
the’ Intense heat, the firemen were 
able, however, to cut off the spread 
of flames. and prevent what seemed 
fora time to be a probable ignition 
of the tanks of the Asphaélfum and 
Refining Company across the street. 
Late in the morning the clouds of 
black smoke became and the 
fire finally subsided, leaving half of 
plant in ruine. 


LEGION ‘HEAD ACTS. 


Senator Phelan Introduces Nill to 
Protect Victory Button. 


WASH TON, May 22.—Fol- 
lowing an appeal by Capt. Walter 
Brinkop, head of the American 


Legion in Los Angeles, steps were 
taken in the Senate by Senator 
James D. Phelan to stop wnauth- 
orized wearing of the, victory but- 
ton, official insignia given to all 
honorably discharged ice men 
of the World War by the govern- 
ment as a badge of honor. 

fenator Phelan introduced a bill 
making it unlawful for any person 
not entitied to wear not only the 
victory button but insignia of any 
kind awarded by the War or Navy 
Departments under penalty of $3200 
fine or ninety days’ tmprisonment. 
The measure algo prohibite use of 
reproductions of such insignia for 
advertiseing purposes. 

A etatute already prohibits ur- 
authorized wearing of foreign 
decorations in the United States, 
but at present there is no law to 
prevent imposters from wearing 
American army oF . navy decora- 
tions, medals or campaign badges.
